LONDON, Nov. 8.—Laber ree- 
istered impressive gains in the 
Lendon boroughs while Conserv- 
atives advanced tn municipalities 
fn the provinces in yesterday's 
municipal elections throughout 
England and Wales. 

Late lest night as results were de 
@lared tn 17 of London's 28 borough | 
governments, Labor had captured) 
control of two boroughs without | 
losing eontrol of any of those they 
eiready held. 


Polling was taking piace in Seot- 
fand today. In the metropolitan 
area Labor gained 41 seats and 
lost three, and the Municipal Re- 
formers gained two and lost 40. 
Laber captured contro! of the bor- 
ough councils of Hammersmith 
and Lambeth. giving them a ma- 
jority in 17 of the 286 London 
boroughs 
The borough councils are distinct 
from the London county council, the 

governing body of Greater London, 
which holds its elections separately 
every three years. 

Labor won a majority in Bristol 
for the first time, taking 58 seats 
against 54 for a “Citizens'” party 
Labor also retained contr: Nev 
castle-on-Tyne despite the loss o 
three seats. 


LOST BIRKENHEAD 

Outside London, Labor captured 
control of three councils, Coventry,

The government alleged that the 
company was liable for income tax 
in the province in respect of the 
income derived from its Saskat- 
chewan business. The company al- 
leged that it did not do business 
n the province in the sense that 
hey would b. taxable for income 
tax in that the purchase price of 
their goods was paid to them out- 
side the province, the delivery of

The matter first came up for de- 
cision before the Board of Revenue 
Commissioners who assessed the 
company income tax in the sum of 
$543.76 for the year 1932, $1.048.09 
for the year 1933 and $976.30 for 
the year 1934 


APPEAL DISMISSED 

The company appealed from this 
decision and the judgment of Mr 
Justice Taylor was on the appeal 
and he thereby dismissed the ap- 
peal, thus making the company 
liable for the payment of these 
amounts 


The judgment will affect many | 


other companies in the province 
who have been doing business in 
a similar way and who have re- 
| fused to pay income tax for the 
same reasons. The judgment will 
also involve corporation tax as 
many companies, for the same rea- 
sons, have refused to file returns 
under the Corporation Taxation 
Act and pay tax thereunder. The 
ultimate result therefore is rather 
far-reaching insofar as provincial 
revenues are concerned.

incident has not on that account the sinister 
aspect of three former occurrences, in which 
attacks were deliberately made by Japanese air- 
men, and for which no adequate explanations 
have been forthcoming. The change in the situa- 
tion due to the retreat of the Chinese forces has 
placed the international settlement and adjacent 
areas in greater danger from stray shells from 
either side, and it will not be strange if the 
casualties continue. 
| Premier Chamberlain has said there is no 
intention of removing British nationals from 
Shanghai, and while they remain the troops 
will stay to defend them and their property. The 
| situation is altogether irregular, since there has 
been no declaration of war on the part of Japan 
against China. Theoretically its troops are there 
on the same footing as the British troops, to pro- 
tect nationals and their property. Actually there 
is developing something akin to a three-cornered 
war, Japanese versus Chinese, and Japanese air- 
| men versus British patrols and anti-aircraft 
| gunners. 


Such a situation does not fall within the pre- 
scribed meaning of “war,” and is not governed 
by the rules laid down for the conduct of recog- 
nized conflict. This nice distinction does not 
mean anything to those who are within the area 
of combat, soldiers or civilians; nor does it guars 
antee that nothing serious will result as between 
the British and Japanese forces. Japan could 
of course regularize the situation by declaring 
war against China. But it could not do that with- 
out openly admitting the violation of its treaty 
pledges and inviting economic sanctions. 

It is to be suspected the wiser course would be 
for all foreign governments to set precedent 
aside, withdraw their troops and nationals, and 
tell Tokyo and Nanking that when the time for 
settlement comes they will have to pay for 
damage done to foreigners’ property.

RESIGNATION OF SCHACHT WAS LONG IN 
CARDS—VICTORY FOR GOERING WING 


The resignation of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht as 
Minister of Economic Affairs has been hanging 
fire for more than three months. He still is pres:- 
dent of the Reichsbank but will relinquish this 
post in March, when his term of office expires. 
It is generally agreed that Dr. Schacht is the 
victim of Hermann Goering and his Four-Year 
Plan and that the policy of self-sufficiency will 
be continued more vigorously than ever. 

Schacht favored a policy of increased exports 
to pay for the raw materials and foodstuffs 
which the Reich must have. He ridiculed costly 
experiments to find substitutes for foreign raw 
materials and several times refused to sanction 
the appropriation of considerable sums for such 
purposes. The disappearance of Schacht, which 
this time is permanent, is regarded as a victory 
for the German war party which insists on a 
rapid increase of army and navy preparedness 
and is not averse to adventures a la Ethiopia 
and Spain. 

Convert Schacht... 

When Dr. Schacht joined the Hitler govern- 
ment he was far from being a National Socialist. 
He had begun his public career as a Left Wing 
Democrat. In 1932 he became a member of Hug- 
enberg’s German Nationalist Party. The fact that 
he did not embrace Nazism after he was en- 
trusted by the Feuhrer with one of the most 
important tasks in the Reich, did not make for 
friends within the party ranks. 

The Goebbels-Ley-Rosenberg group often 
attacked him from his alleged lack of loyalty 
and faith in the principles of the Third Reich, 
forcing him again and again to emphasize his 
fealty to Nazi Germany. On one such occasion, 
on March 21, 1933, he so far humbled himself as 
to declare that foreign reports of misunderstand- 
ings between government or party leaders were 
untrue. He assured his “foreign friends” that 
they sought to bring him in conflict with the 
apparently impossible economic theories of Na- 
tional Socialism and held him up as the protector 
of economic reason.” He assured them that 
everything he said and did had the absolute ap- 
proval of the Feuhrer, and that he would not do 
or say,” he declared, “that of which Hitler would 
disapprove. The strength of the National 
Socialist regime lies in its single contro] through 
the Leader, and in the enthusiastic and uncon- 
ditional submission of his co-workers and of the 
nation...” 

Remained the Outsider... 


Not quite two months later, on May 15, the 
repenting sinner had to admit that his enemies 
in the party—he had meanwhile joined the Nazis 
—were setting up gallows for him. Hermann 
Goering had been appointed “Special Commis- 
sioner’ over Schacht in all questions involving 
raw materials, foreign currency, the gold re- 
serve, the most important fields in German na- 
tional economy. Goering, it should be remem- 
bered, hates the Goebbels, Rosenbergs et a] no 
less than they hate Schacht. Yet the two wings of 
the National Socialist Party made common cause 
against the Minister of Economic Affairs, who, 
in spite of his party card, had remained outside 
of the pale 
“What do you think the future holds for you,” 
friend asked Dr. Horace Greely Hjalmar 
Schacht, the American-born wizard of German 
finance, about that time. “One of two things,”

Your Health

Most of the patients who believe they have 
what they term kidney weakness actually have 
an irritation of the bladder. The surprising thing 
about bladder trouble is that often the distress 
will not be felt in the bladder at all, but will be 
reflected, appearing as backache, or as an ache 
between the shoulders, or it may simulate 
neuritis, and often the patient will not have the 
slightest reason to suspect that the bladder is 
the cause. Anyone who suspects kidney trouble 
should have a test of the liquid kidney elimina- 
tion made by a competent laboratory. 


Inflammation or irritation of the bladder is a 
constant source of discomfort in the lower back 
and chronic inflammation of the bladder may 
cause more pain in the back than in the bladder 
itself. 

The bladder is a small sac in which the liquid 
waste from the kidneys is kept until it is passed 
from the body. When the fluid stored in the 
bladder is overloaded with poisons, the delicate 
membrane lining the bladder often becomes 
irritated and inflamed and cystitis or bladder 
inflammation then develops. 

A common cause of cystitis is prolapsus, 
which produces a mechanical irritation because 
of the pressure exerted upon the bladder by the 
organs which are sagging downward. The irrita- 
tion may be due to some specific infection which 
reaches the bladder through the blood stream, 
the urethra or the kidneys. Prostatic disorders, 
closure of the urethra, stones in the bladder, or 
injury from a blow, may also produce cystitis. 
In some few cases the trouble arises from bac- 
teria which enter the organ when an unclean 
catheter is introduced. 

The common symptoms of bladder inflamma- 
tion are such that they lead the patient to be- 
lieve he has kidney trouble. Probably the main 
symptom is a frequent desire to empty the 
bladder, especially at night. The act of emptying 
the bladder may become more and more painful. 
In severe cases, part of the liquid waste is kept 
in the bladder, due to the fact that the organ 
does not completely empty, and this retained 
waste them decomposes, adding to the wastes 
already present, and aggravating the condition. 

One with a tendency to this trouble should 
avoid garlic, onions, asparagus, spices, and all 
alcoholic beverages, for these may increase any 
bladder inflammation already existing as, ti.vy 
contain irritating substances which must be 
eliminated by way of the bladder. 

A patient with cystitis should use a great 
deal of water to drink; in fact, the best treat- 
ment is a straight distilled water fast. This is 
exactly the opposite of what the patient usually 
feels like doing, but the best results follow the 
use of quantities of water, as the water keeps the 
bladder comparatively free of irritating material 
and dilutes the poisons to such a degree that they 
do not irritate the lining to the same extent as 
would be the case if they were present in a more 
concenti aced form. 

A good temporary treatment in the acute 
attack is the hot Sitz bath which in most cases 
brings immediate relief from the discomfort. The 
use of hot towels over the bladder is also good.

Return to stove and cook until 
quite thick. Fold in beaten egg whites, cool, fold 
in half pint of whipped cream and freeze.” 

ANSWER—The Maple Mouse recipe is rather 
rich, but it may be used occasionally with a pro- 
tein meal provided plenty of non-starchy 
vegetables are also used. 

QUESTION—F. writes: “Are sweet potatoes 
and Hubbard squash starchy vegetables?” 

ANSWER—Sweet potatoes and Hubbard 
squash contain some starch and neither one may 
be used as the principal food in a starchy meal. 

QUESTION—Mres. Nina H. inquires: “Is there 
anything that can be done in the way of exercis- 
ing to develop the bust?” 

ANSWER—Any exercises which stimulate 
the muscles of the chest will have some effect in 
producing a better bust development. Use ex- 
ercises which cause a noticeable contraction of 
the chest muscles, which exercises will consist 
chiefly of various movements of the arms and 
shoulders.

When the 
conquerors arranged a victory parade through 
the town several days later, the citizens were 
ordered to open their windows and appear on the 
streets to demonstrate their loyalty to the new 
regime. But the result was nil. That day six men 
and two women were killed. 

“Since then, the authorities have issued 
dozens of decrees with the idea of restoring nor- 
mal conditions as rapidly as possible, but they 
were all ignored, Shops remain stubbornly 
closed. Clergymen refuse to officiate in the 
churches, Tradesmen refuse to work. Three 
priests and ninety-three merchants have been 
killed, but the situation is unchanged. 


Popular Masters . 


“Faced with this unprecedented situation, the 
Italians appealed to the Germans for help. Today 
Bilbao is a Germany colony. All important posts 
are in German hands. They are at the head of the 
ironworks, the mines and the metal industry. 
They run the railroads and the street cars. They 
have the best hotels, Rebel soldiers and phalan- 
gists are al) learning German, that they may 
understand and be understood by their new 
lords and masters. In short, Bilbao is in Hitler's 
hands. 

“But resistance goes on. Bilbso'’s men, women 
and children rise and leave any public place in 
which a German or Italian appears. That such 
demonstrations must lead to reprisals is obvious 
and week after week brave Basques are forced 
to pay with their lives for their refusal to bow 
to the conqueror’s yoke... .—New York Post,

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

One of the few Englishmen who 
attained to the highest rank in 
Canadian politics died on this date 
60 years ago. William Henry Drap- 
er, chief justice of Ontario. When 
a lad he ran away from home to go 
to sea and after seeing life and the 
Indies, landed at Quebec when he 
was 20. He made his way to Port 
Hope, where he taught scnool and 
studied law, moving to York to 
practise law after his mission to 
the bar. He was elected to the as- 
sembly of Upper Canada tor Tor- 
onto, 1836, and immediately sworn 
of the executive council; he was 
A.D.C. to Sir Francis Bond Head in 
the parade up to Montgomery's 
farm when Mackenzie was routed, 
he was rewarded the next year by 
being made solicitor-general, Then 
attorney-general just before the 
union of Lower and Upper Canada 
in 1841, he was chosen as the leader 
of the first ministry, if the gover- 
nor’s first advisors could be so 
called. He wes described as “a man 
of great ability, eloquent and per- 
suasive of speech, skilled as @ 
parliamentary manager and dex- 
terous in the game of politics,” so 
much so that his opponents dubbed 
him “Sweet William.” In 1842 he 
gave way to Lafontaine and Bald- 
win, but a year later made a coali- 
tion with Viger and secured a bare 
mejority at a general election; but 
1845 he again resigned for Lafon- 
taine and Baldwin. Finally in 1847 
he abandoned politics altogether, 
becoming chief justice of common 
pleas and finally chief justice of 
eppeal, 1869. Draper was perhaps, 
too honest, to be a successful pole 
itician; he hated evasion; he dis- 
liked compromise, and he had no 
great personal magnetism; yet he 
was the connecting link between 
the days of the Family Compect 
and of the coming of representative 
government end must thus be hon- 
ored as One of the makers of 
Canada.

But, in reality, you are doing the kindest possible thing for 
her because you are saving her from that most terrible of all fates- 
being an unwanted guest—and from knowing that she is the cause of | 
friction in your household. 


Living apart and secing each other only when you want to see each 
@ther, your mother will be able to keep her place of honor and re pect 
as the matriarch of the family, loved and looked up to by you, your hus- 
band and your children. Living together in such close contact that her 
peculiarities, her bossiness and her interference will rub you raw. she 
will become a pest and a bore and lose all of your affections. 

Tn a case like yours, you have to consider the good of the greatest 
number. You have your husband's and your childrens happiness and 
welfare to think of as well as that of your mother. It seems to me it 
far outweighs an old woman's preference for living under the same roof 
with you. 


For, after all, you are not deserting her, or really separating 
yourself from her, or depriving her of any service that you can give 
her, You are only taking a sane precaution to safeguard your home by 
breaking through the old tradition that parents should live with their 
children when they are old, no matter how uncongenial they are, or 
how much happier they would be if separated. 

It is folly to expect a dominating old woman, who has bossed her 
husband and her children and everybody around her for forty or fifty 
years, to turn into a self-effacing guest when she goes to live with her 
children, She couldn't do it if she wanted to, And she wouldn't do it 
if she could, because she is incarnate egotism and believes that her judg- 
ment is infallible and that wisdom will perish with her. Hence. she 
never even suspects that she isn’t conferring a favor upon her children 
and her in-laws and her grandchildren by upsetting their entire scheme 
of life and interfering with all their habits and tastes. 


The advent of a tyrannical, meddling mother into a home means the 
breaking up of it in most cases, and it should be prevented wherever 
possible.
